LONDON, Jan. 27:—Witl the transac- 
tion of ‘the formalities giving statutory

The King’s speech of -prorogation, 
which was read by Baron Buckmaster of 
Cheddington, Lord High Chancellor, was 
probably the briefest on record such 
an occasion, but his references the 
war were regarded as highly important. 

‘* For eighteen months,”’ he said, ‘‘ my 
navy and army have been éngaged, in 
concert with brave and steadfast allies, 
in defending our common liberties and 
the public law of Europe against unpro- 
voked encroachments by the enemy. I 
am sustained by the determination of my 
people,at home and overseas to carry our 
flag to a final, decisive victory. In this 
struggle, forced upon us by those who 
hold in light esteem the liberties and 
covenants which we regard as sacred, we 
shall not lay down our arms until we 
have vindicated the cause which carries 
with it the future of civilization. 

**I rely with confidence upon the loyal 
and united efforts of all my. subjects, 
which have never failed me,:and I pray 
that Almighty God may give us His 
blessing.’’ 

The King thanked the House of Com- 
mons ‘for the ungrudging liberality. with 
which it has provided for the heavy de- 
mands of the war. 


FRENCH WAR LOSSES

Of These 800,000 Were Killed, 
Says French Deputy in 
England: 


BRISTOL, Jan. 27.—M. Longuet, a 
French Socialist Deputy, who addressed 
the Labor Conference here today, was 
questioned regarding the French losses. 

He stated that 800,000 soldiers had been 
killed, 1,400,000 had been wounded, and 
300,000 had been taken prisoners. 


The French Government has at no time 
given out any reports as to casualties in 
the war. The figures stated by the 
French Deputy at Bristol are the first to 
come direct from a French source. Esti- 
mates of the losses of all belligerent na-

From this separateness of feeling and

What are 
table things worth without a table to 
put them on, or food to eat at ail? 

Germany's very minimum demands at 
any given time past, or now, probably 
would have been and are less unreason- 
able than the world would think. There 
is, of course, the German who wants 
everything in sight. There is the other 
kind of German who. wants only the 
room in which to be let alone, and noth- 
ing more of wa&r. etween them is 
every _kind of opinion in.degree. There 
{s also the intelligence to see that what- 
ever peace is made, short of the remote 
and horrifying peace possible to be 
made by the military power in a ruined 
Europe, will probably, almost certainly, 
be the political death of the men who 
become responsible for it. Every man- 
ner of post-bellum evil will be laid upon 
their heads. This is particularly true 
by reason of the tradition that the dip- 
lomats of Prussia have always thrown 
away what the soldiers won in war.

Tf one were to guess from the content 
of a hundred conversations with all 
kinds of Germans what program cculd 
be constructed roughly from the ma- 
terial now available. it would be 
something like this: Beigium to be re- 
stored to. the Belgians and France ‘to 


the French; cultural autonomy for 
Poland, that country to become a buffer 
State; cession of the German-speaking 
Baltic provinces by Russia to Germany, 
and German possession of a corridor 
through the Balkan peninsula to Con- 
stantinople. That leaves open for con- 
sideration such vexing questions as the 
way of trade upon the sea, the fate of 
colonies, and the matter of indemnities. 

It is not possible in any case for a 


German to voice the minimum demands. |- 


He secretly reserves something which 
he would yield in a pinch. Professor 
Hans Delbriich, who is prominent in the 
counsels of the moderates and anti- 
annexationists, thinks Belgium. and 
France are the main obstacles to peace, 
and that Germany would yield as to 
both of them. In fact, it is uncommon 
to find a German who thi of holding 
any. French or Belgian territory for Ger- 
many. If you mention Antwerp, the 
** pistol aimed at England’s head,’’ one 
German says Germany should keep it_to 
ten who say Germany ought not to hold 
it, for to hold it would mean perpetual 
war with England. One is surprised to 
find how many Germans see that Eng- 
land and ‘Germany have a destiny 
in common if only they can. find two 
keys to unlock it with; and how many 
hope for an alliance ultimately between 
Germany and England against the 
“Russian peril.”’ ; 

The question of indemnities would be 
very difficult. The financial authorities 
would undertake to insist upon them 
just. as ithe military authorities would 
make defensible frontiers the paramount 
condition of peace; but there are yet 
Germans'of very great influence who 
think Germany cannot extort a penny of 
money from her enemies, and ought not 
to try, and that the future of peace rests 
not upon frontiers but upon understand- 


ing. 

The purpose in this writing is not to 
suggest the kind of peace proposals that 
Germany might offer or entertain, but to 
indicate the existence of thought in Ger- 
many so varied and at many points so 
reasonable that the ‘possibility of con- 
structing. a rational ete program is 
continually present. very single point 
touched upon runs at once into complica- 
tions. Difficulties Fahy one end may be 
raised to any one ncrete suggestion ; 
and _ yet the fact is that the civil power 
of Germariy could contemplate terms of 
peace that at least could be discussed by 
the enemy. 

That no proposals have been made is 
owing to what may be called the psycho-° 
logical necessities of the situation. The 
German vernment fs almost ludi- 
crously. cautious. In December a paper 
in Zurich, Switzerland. printed a long 
article setting forth the conditions on 
which Germany might consider peace, 
and said the article was insnired by the 
German Foreign Office, with a view to 
stimulating discussion among neutrals. 
The article was, in fact, inspired, and 
for exactly that nurnose. There was no 
doubt of. this in Berlin, among informed 
nersons: it was known even what mem- 
ber of the German Government prepared 
the..article printed in the Zurich paner. 
But when the German papers reprinted it 
from the Zurich journal, by permission 
of the German censor; they were careful 
to say in a footnote, between brackets, 
that the idea of the article having been 
inspired in Germany was, of course, un- 
founded.’ _. ? 

The civil intelligence of Germany, as 
you may see, is working with strange 
and fragile material, - It lacks confi- 
dence in itself. It has no_ point of 
crystallization. The head of it is more 
a scholar than a statesman. _ And. it 
looks and faintly calls -to the head of 
the only great power in the world that 
is. not at war. at is the President of 
the United States. 

You get the feeling in Europe that the 
people are mad and hegin to know it, 
as if they had suddenly come awake 
in an asylum, all.shouting together that 
they are sane but unable to prove it to 
themselves, to each” other, or to the 
world outside. And nobody can see’ a 
way out. There is a despondent. saying 
that diplomacy in Europe is bankrupt. 

He who might be called the economic 
dictator of Europe says calmly: ‘‘ Isn’t 
it nonsense? Can you imagine what it 
is all about? I can’t. It seems to me 
to be the most terrible nonsense. But I 
seen no way out of it.” And he goes

GERMANS ATTACK IN ARTOIS 


But Paris Says They. Were Re- 
pulsed=—- Lively Artillery 
Duels in Flanders. 


LONDON, Jari. 27.—Favorable weather 


conditions have- brought about a revival 


of hostilities along the entire western 
front. Unofficial advices from Beflin 
agree with the official dispatches from 
the various belligerent capitals in de- 
picting much activity. 

The French War Office tells of heavy 
artillery fire at many points. In Artois 
the combat near Neuville St. Vaast con- 
tinues, and the repulse of a German at- 
tack is reported. Mine fighting is the 
feature of the renewed hostilities in the 
Argonne. ; 

A Berlin dispatch says that the. heavi- 
est fighting in the west has been in the 
vicinity of Nieuport, to the north of 
Ypres, and in the Argonne. It goes on: 

‘German patfolling parties brought 
back word that German artillery had 
done effective work against trenches of 
the Allies near Nieuport. 

“The British artlilery, it is said, was 
hardly less active than’ that of the Ger- 
mans. On one section of the front the 
British fired 1,700 shrapnel shells, T00 
high explosive shells, and about the 
same number of bombs within twenty- 
four hours. The mine explosions, men- 
tioned in Tuesday’s official bulletin of 
the German Heddquarters Staff, were 
four-in number. The Germans imme- 
diately occupied the craters, caused by 
the explosions. 

**In another section, near Neuville, 
the Germans announced that gg A capt- 
ured three successive lines of French 
trenches and held them successfully 
— eight counterattacks, and it is 

irmed that these trenches are still 
in German hands, although the fighting 
for possession of them has assumed the 
charatter of hand-to-hand encounters. 

“The Germans also claim good prog- 
ress to the south of Arras through the 
work of the sappers and miners.”’ 

The bulletin issued by the French War 
Office tonight reads: 

During the day there was consider- 
able activity by our artillery on the 
whole front. 

In Belgium a destructive fire direct- 
ed against the German trenches, situ- 
ated in front of Boesinghe and _ be- 
tween Steenstraete and. Het Sas, 
caused serious damage to our adver- 


sary. 

In Artois, to the east of Neuville-St. 
Vaast, the enemy attempted by a 
quunterattoce to retake the craters 
from whith we drove him in 
course of the night, but was complete- 
ly repulsed. 

To the north of the Aisne, our trench 
guns mae the enemy organiza- 
tions at La Villa-au-Buis. 

In the Argonne mine fighting con- 
tinued to our. advantage. Between 
Hill 285 and Haute Chevauchée we 
exploded two mines. The enemy suf- 
fered serious. losses in the struggle 
which followed for the capture of the 
crater, one of the rims of which we 
hold. 

This official communication was is- 
sued by the British War Office: 

Early this morning we exploded a 
mine posite Givenchy. O ni 
bombardments have been carried out 
on several portions of the hostile line. 

The hostile artillery has been active 
today: east and northeast of Loos, 
south of the Bois Grenier, northeast 
of Armentierés, and northeast - of 
Ypres. Our artillery retaliated suc- 
cessfully on the hostile batteries and 
trenches. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—The German attack on the 
ench positions near Neuville was re- 
sumed > penggee yet and, according to the 
War Office statement today, 500 to 600 
ards of the French lines were cap- 
ured. The bulletin reads: 
The enemy’s artillery shelled German 
positions on the sand dunes along the 
seacoast. At the same time hostile 
monitors shelled the Westende dis- 
dy Both attacks were without ef- 
ect. 

After exploding mines, the Germans 
made an attack on both sides of the 
road between Vimy and Neuville, and 
stormed French positions between 500 
and 600 yards long. They captured 
one officer, fifty-two men, one ma- 
chine gun, and three mine throwers. 
Counterattacks made by the enemy 
against these positions and other 
trenches taken by the Germans durin 
the last few days resulted in spirit 
fights with hand grenades, but were 
without success for the enemy.

896 BRITISH VESSELS 
LOST IN 15 MONTHS 


500 of These Are Traced to 
Enemy Action; the Others 
Largely to Natural Causes. 


. LONDON, Jan. 27.—Since the outbreak 
of the war to the end of last October 
254 British merchant steamers, aggre- 
gating 542,648 tons, were lost ‘‘ through 
enemy action,’’ according to a White 
Paper issued tonight. Of these 171 were 
sunk by submarines, forty-six by war- 
ships, and thirty-seven by mines. 

Nineteen sailing ships, of a tonnage 
of 15,542, were sunk. The fishing ves- 
sels sunk numbered 227, of which 158 
were steam and sixty-nine sailing. 
Their aggregate tonnage was 14,104. 
The total number of vessels known to 
have” been lost through “‘ enemy action ” 
is 500. 

In the same. period 167 steamers, 
agerdgating 143,992 tons, were lost ‘“ by 
ordinary marine casualties, of which 
fourteen, of a tonnage of 14,133, were 
returned as missing.” 

The loss of some of these, says a 


footnote, was ‘‘probably due to mines 
or. other mops f action.” 

Sailing vessels to the number, of 229, 
and of a tonnage of 31,253, were also 
the victims of ordinary marine casual- 
ties.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Secretary 
Lansing today made public the note sent 
on Jan. 4 to Ambassador Page at Lon- 
don instructing him\ to make ‘“ formal 
and vigorous ’’ protest to the British 
Government against the seizure of Amer- 
ican mails, while in transit to neutral 
stations. A 

At the same time Mr. Lansing gave 
out Sir Edward Grey’s preliminary an- 
swer, which is, regarded here as far from 
satisfactory. All it states is that the 
seizure of mails from neutral vessels 
“ raised important questions of principle 
in regard to matters which are deter- 
mined by the policy jointly decided and 
acted upon by the allied, Governments,” 
and that England is therefore compelled 
to communicate with her allies before 
she can reply to the United States.: 

In his protest Secretary Lansing said 
that as a result of the- British action 
strong feeling had been aroused in this 
country on account of loss of valuable 
letters, drafts, and money orders, and 
that foreign banks were refusing to cash 
American drafts owing to the absence 
of any security that the drafts would 
travel safely in the mails.

The Department cannot admit the 
right of British authorities to seize 
neutral vessels plying directly be- 
tween American and neutral Euro- 
pean ports without touching at Brit- 
ish ports, to bring, them into port, and, 
while there, to remove or censor mails 
carried by them. Modern practice gen- 
erally recognizes that mails are not 
to be censored, confiscated, or de- 
stroyed on high seas, even when car- 
ried by belligerent mail ships. To 
attain same end by bringing such mail 
ships within British jurisdiction for 
purposes of search and then subject- 
ing them to local regulations allow- 
ing censorship of mails cannot be 
justified on the ground of national 
jurisdiction. In the cases where neu- 
4 tral mail ships merely touch at British 

ports, the epartment believes that 

British authorities have no interna- 
tional right to remove the sealed 
mails or to censor them on board ship. 
Mails on such ships never rightfully 
come into the custody of the British 
mail service, and that service is en- 
tirely without responsibility for their 
transit or safety. : 

As a result of British action strong 
feeling is being aroused in this coun- 
try on account of the loss of valuable 
letters, money orders, and drafts, and 
foreign banks are refusing to cash 
American drafts owing to the ab- 
sence of any security that the drafts 
will travel safely in the mails.

Please lay this matter immediately 
before the British Government in a 
formal and vigorous protest and press 
for a discontinuance of these unwar- 
ranted interferences with inviolable 
mails.

GERMANS RECONCILED 
TO TIGHTER BLOCKADE 


Captain Persius, Naval Expert, 
Says His Country Is Pre- 
pared for the Worst.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Regarding Eng- 
land’s blockade plan, which continues a 
matter of the liveliest interest here, 
Captain Persius, the naval expert, says 
in the Tageblatt: : 

“That England will not sponsor new 
measures violating international law all 
by herself, but will act in agreement 
with the other allies, whose. help is 
wholly on paper, is due to worry about 
the -neutrals, particularly the United 
States. These, because of sympathy for 
France. and Belgium, won’t be so in- 
clined to make a protest against joint 
action by the Allies as they would if 
their trade were increasingly harmed 
by England alone. As.a result of the 
experiences of the last eighteen months, 
we harbor little hope that the neutral 
Governments will rebel against the Brit- 
ish yoke. They bowed willingly and sur- 
rendered their rjght to the free use of 
world-waterways either because they 
lacked the will to cross England’s plans 
or lacked the initiative to go against the 
all-mighty at sea for fear of complica- 
tions. 

““We shall now await with interest 
how far the English will go. The neu- 
trals have simple means in their power 
for getting their merchantmen, through 
the British chain; namely, by escort by 
warship, for which purpose a torpedo 
boat or an auxiliary cruiser would suf- 
fice. Apart from the question of what 
attitude the neutral States will take to- 
waid England’s blockade declaration, it 
is useful for us to examine to. what ex- 
tent a sharpened blockade will put the 
thumbscrews on us; what significance 
it will have for our economic life. To 
beat us by economic pressure is the last 
hope of our enemies aftey they have had 
to give up the thought of defeating us by 
military victories or the plan of starving 
us out. By barring all the seas Eng- 
land has already taught us to help our- 
selvés without almost any importation 
from overseas. 

**Should the barrier be made still 
stronger in the future we await Ger- 
man _ science and organization as well 
as German adaptability to solve the 
problem. England's sharpened blockade 
glam. therefore, cause us no anxiety. 

e by no means think light-heartedly 
over a sharply enforced blockade, but 
considering all the factors, particularly 
the activities of the British fleet in the 
past, we can already regard the block- 
ade as a plan of, little value for con- 

uering us. We shall, rhaps, have to 

o without certain goods that make life 
more pleasant, but the necessaries of life 
remain to us because we have them here 
in the country., A sharpgned blockade 
plan will cause us pinvrick8, which, how- 
ever, will only further arouse our’ will 
to hold out, and will not cause us to 
give up. Such attempts will be ship- 
wrecked against our energy, our organ- 
ization, and our ‘ bread-card spirit.’ We 
should think this would be clear to the 
coolly calculating British shopkeeper 


spirit.- But that seems to have van- 
ished.”’ 


WANTS A REAL BLOCKADE. 


Manchester Guardian Favors 
Sterner Policy at Sea. 


LONDON, dan. 27.—The Manchester 
Guardian, commenting editorially on the 
specch of Sir Edward Grey on the block- 
ade, says he demolshee both the sta- 
tistical attack against the Government's 
policy and the charges of interference 
with the work of the navy. It argues, 
however, that the Orders in Council 
should be succeeded by the declaration 
of an actual blockade, in order to meet 
the legal objections raised by neutral 
States. The editorial concludes:

the criticism we made of the policy of 
the Orders in Council when Mr. Asquith 
first explained it, and we have never 
seen a completely satisfactory answer 
to the criticism. 

“Ts it maintained that by meeting the 
American view, which we could do with- 
out in any way compromising our war 
on Germany’s trade at sea, we should 
get rid of one set-of difficulties only to 
fall into another? That would be an 
intelligible line of argument, and if it 
is influencing the Government, there is 
no reason why it should not state quite 
frankly what its grounds for hesita- 
tion are. To do so would not only 
strengthen our position, but would also, 
we think, greatly improve our relations 
with neutral powers.”

ANTI-AMERICAN SENATORS. 

The Organization of Américan Wo- 
men for Strict Néutrality is evidently 
a branch of the infinjte ramifications 
of the Pro-German propaganda. A 
monstrous batch of pétitions, fruit of 
thé efforts of this concern with the 
misitading namé, was dumpéd ints the 
Senate Chambér yeSterday. The peti- 
tiohers, reckoned romantically or oth- 
erwisé at & million, ask for an em- 
bargo on thé éxportation of munitions 
of War to belligerénts. 

Everybody knows thé easy good nat- 
ure with which petitions in favor or 
against afything undér heaven are 
signed without reading. It is to be 
hoped, for the credit of Améfican in- 
telligénce and patriotism, that mahy 
signers of these most unnéutral peti- 
tions didn’t Féha the stuff they sub- 
scribed to. It is possible &fia prob- 
able that mahy of them weré ighérant 
of the unneutrality as to some foréign 
nations and the danger and fatai 
weakness of their own country to 
which théy committed themselves. 

An embargo on the exportation of 
munitions by private persons’ to the 
belligerénts would at this time be ab- 
solutely and designédly untiétitral. It 
would help, and it is.designéd to help, 
Germany and her allies, Who can’t 
buy munitions here because their 
enemies Control the seas, Bnd to in- 
juré Great Britain and her Allies, who 
can. To ‘stop now a practiée atithor- 
izéd by ititernational law and followed 
in thé United States for more than 
120 years is simply to sidé with and 
stipport the Teutonic allies. 

If the United States proclaims this 
embargo it will Bé e8toppeti in the 
future from removing it. Shbduld it be 
ai war, it Wotild be cut off from for. 
eign supplies of munitions, Ohiy by 
laying iA Vast stores. of them—storés 
that niight be qiiite inadequate. and in 
cae of a siidden war might not be 6b- 
tainable—cotitd it provide for its needs, 
The amount ot explosives consumed 
daily in modérn waffare is almost in- 
obédibie.

It is 
getting to bé rather the fashion in cér- 
tain ultra-modern historical circles to 
shitef, bécAuse of their faults, at thé 
mén Who adventured grandly and 
#taked their lives upon a perilous haz- 
ard of political faith. Very likely we 
have, in the past, séitimentally exalt- 
éd them upon pédéstais too high and 
white for mortal men to occupy. And 
the modern tendency to throw mud at 
them is, perhaps, a to-bé-expected re- 
action from ou former hero Worship. 
It also seems to take some of its im- 
pétus from a most regrettable made- 
in-Germany téndéncy of hist6fical atu- 
dénts if this coufitry to insist upon 
material explanations of human move- 
ments and actions to thé exclusion of 
spiritual forcés. 

No harm can ever bé doné by honest 
acknowledgment of the faults of even 
our most reveréd heroes. But véry 
great harm can be done, and always is 
done, by stressing their faults, as Pro- 
fessor CHANNING seems to havé dohe, 
at the expense of their courage, their 
splendid faith, their political wisdom, 
their devotion to their vision.

In defense of their 
first oughts théy quote the first 
thoughts of the Goverfior, and axplain 
why they dug wells for their oWn use 
while hastening their plans for thé pol- 
hition of the water drunk in Westchester 
as well 4&8 tn thia city. They dug their 
wells because of the cost and trouble 
é6f fepaiting thé pipés to the Catskill 
aqueduct, which fun é¢onveniently to 
their institution But at considerable 
depth. If that is logical, it is even more 
logical to Qbject to the cost and risk of 
bréakage and répairs in the pipe lina to 
carry their sewage steven miles and 
partly across the watershed to thé Hiud- 
sin. Also they had fears of the private 
pbllution of Lake Mohansic, becatise 
neither State nor city owned the ends 
of the lake. If it is reasonable to fear 
private pollution, what shall be said of 
public pollution by a population both 
concentrated and, in the case of some 
of the institutions on the watershed, dis- 
eabed? 

The Wéstcthestér Supervisors take sub- 
stantially the same Stand as the man- 
agers of the institutions in question, ana 
até oppdsing thé removal of the institu- 
tion’ from the Croton Watershed. But 
Westchester in 1920 by law is allowed 
18,000,000 gallons daily of the water the 
Supérvisors are sebking to pollute. tnej- 
dental to the pollution question is the 
blight upon the neighborhood of the és. 
tablishméht of Stich institutions. Wher. 
ever they are placéd the neighbors 
Want them. to. be removed. Whoever 
arifks Croton water i8 néighbor to these 
institutiohs, and there ate some millions 
who cannot afford to drink spring water 
to escape sewage. The State of New 
York is larger thah the Croton drainage 
district, aft the Governor's sécong 
thoughts ate that the State owes a com- 
ity to the city and a public duty to the 
millions of the city larger than to the 
thousands of the institutions.

‘Ever since her famous réle of Patricia 
O’Brien began to lose some:of its pris- 
tine freshness, Rose Stahl has been on 
a not particularly still hunt for a new 
part with which she might win new 
friends and keep her unnumbered old 
ones. She played “The Chorus Lady” 
as a one-act sketch and as a four-act 
comedy in big cities and in one-night 
stands, in London, New York, and points 
West.

The latest pretender to this succession 
Was presented to this city for the first 
time last evening at the Fulton Theatre. 
It is called ‘‘ Moonlight Mary,’’ and is a 
piece in three acts from the unflagging 
pen of George V. Hobart. Most of those 
who attenied the first New York per- 
formance must have gone away from 
thé Fulton feeling sadly that the quest 
mugt still go on. Mr. Hobart has not 
written the golden play. 

What he has written is a lackadaisical 
comedy of life on the Rialto, a story 
that acquires its first spark of dramatic 
interest in the last moments of the sec- 
ond act, threatens then to become very, 
very serious, and ends cheerfully by 
grace of a mildly surprising turn of 
events which makes the third act the 
most entertaining of the three. There 
&@re some rather amusing lines sprinkled 
through the play, but your chuckles are 
few and far between, and, though it is 
always a pleasure to watch Miss Stahl 
at work, there is precious little work 
for her to do. Altogether, going to see 
** Moonlight Mary-’’ is no very enliven- 
ing adventure.

Society earlier in the season at one of its 
own concerts, was conducted by Mr, 
Koemménich. It was an. unusually fine 
Bach ‘performance, considerably better 
than the previous one, showing a greater 
familiarity with the music on the part 
of the chorus, a greater freedom and 
flexibility in its “delivery. There was 
also a very considerable improvement in 
the playing of the orchestral part, and 
the frequently exquisite color effects 
were given Welt. true, values. Mr. Koem- 
mienich secu a harmonious blending 
of these two Gants, in the perform- 
ance of which: the. effect was admirable. 
There was tality in it vigor and an 
abounding vi in it that are indis- 
pensable for the true interpretation of 
-this music. 

The solo quartét acquitted itself cred- 
itably in the “ Magnificat.” It was 
composed of Caroline Hudson- Alexander, 
soprano; Nev Van der.

These also seemed 
more familiar with the music than is 
sometimes the case with solo singérs ap- 
proaching coTneeae of Bach, not fre- 
quently called for in their repertories.

NEW PROBLEMS WITH ie 


Alba B. Johnagn Predicts Unsettled 
Conditions and Urges Commercial 
. Preparednesse—Tariff a Factor.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 27.—Rep- 
resenting wealth which runs into the 
billions, more than 500 generals of 
American industry opened the third 
National Foreign Trade Convention to- 
day at the Grunewald Hotel. 

The convention proposes a campaign 
for the United -States to hold what it 
has attained in foreign commerce asa 
result of the European war. The key- 
note of the speeches today was that the 
only way to keep ‘American plants run- 
ning full time is an immediate and un- 
ceasing practical campaign to develop 
foreign trade. 


James H. Farrell, President of the Na- 


tional peewee Trade Council and Presi- 
dent of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, called the convention to order. 
This was followed by the election of 
Alba A. Johnson of Philadelphia as 
Chairman of the convention. Mr. John- 
son is President of the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works. Many other noted men 
in the industrial ana financial world 
are in attendance, amen. them being 
Fairfax Harrison, dent of ‘the 
Southern Railway; Frank a? Vanterli 
President of the National City Bank of 
New York, and Captain Robert Dollar 
of San Francisco. 

Much attention was paid to the tariff 
System ‘today, and many speakers in- 
dorsed views advanced by Henry Cc. 
Emery, ex-Chairman of the Federal 
Tariff Board, who opposed “ anti-dump- 
ing’ legislation and advocated enact- 

ment of a “ Dargaining tariff,’’ to be de- 
vised by a Federal commission. 


Must Invest Abroad. 


James A. Farrell said, in opening the 
meeting, that foreign investment of 
American capital wags a prime necessity 
to meet the keener competition ex- 
pected in world trade after the war. 
Until the United States begins to finance 
thé need of those growing countries to 
which it desires to increase its exports, 
Mr. Farrell declared, the title of ‘‘ world 
banker "’ will not pags to the Western 
Hemispher e. 

‘We can no longer talk of foreign 
trade merely as an adjunct of domestic 
prosperity,’’ Mr. Farrell declared. ‘‘ The 
fact has to be recognized that there can 
be no stable prosperity at home unless 
we are able to make liberal sales of 
American manufactures abroad. The 
fact that in normal times about 60 per 
cent. of our expofts consists of food- 
stuffs and raw materials gives a stand- 
ard of measurement for the enormous 
possibilities of our mechanical produc- 
tion. It would pay us better to convert 
our raw materials into finished products 
here than to sell them for conversion 
abroad. 

“But our advance in that direction 
will be relatively slow, with a con- 
stantly broadening foreign outlet for 
articles of American manufacture. It 
is as much in the interest of the work- 
man as his employer that provision be 
made for a steady sale abroad of the 
products of the mechanical industry - 
the United States; in fact, the forei 
business in many corporations, since t > 
war began, has been their greatest as- 
set, and the only justification for the 
operation of their plants on full time. 

“This profitable employment will end 
when the war ceases. he need of a 
foreign outlet will remain, but ability 
to market the product wiil not, as in 
the case of war contracts, rest merely 
on ability to make deliveries. 

** Dealing with the possibilities of de- 
velopment of export trade in manu- 
factures, it is well to remember. that 
we, meet with competitors in this field 
to whom its possession fs a matter of 
national existence. By Great Britain, no 
less than by the other industrial bel- 
ligerents, the er investment of 
capital abroad will be largely suspended 
during the war and must suffer a dimi- 
nution in volume after it. But the ar- 
gument that an impoverished Europe 
will require all that it can save or bor- 
row for domestic rehabilitation overlooks 
the fact that Europe’s foreign ftmvest- 
ments safeguard the begged of her 
industries A loan which brings from 
abroeac a liberal interest return while 
insuring employment for a large propor- 
tion of the industrial population is a 
doubly valuable asset. In this connec- 
tion the fact miay be noted that British 
manufactures are still being exported 
at the rate of $150,000,000 a month. 

“But, be the competition for foreign 
markets after the war more or less in- 
tense than heretofore, this fact stands 
out clearly: Leaving out of sight the 
gigantic task of repairing the material 
waste of war in Europe, the needs of 
undeveloped countries are growing with 
steadily increasing rapidity. They are 
able to absorb, in one form or another, 


The demand will not be 
lacking if we stand prepared to meet 
our prospective cuatomers half way.” 


Post-War. Conditions.

3 x “will be necessary,’’ he said, ‘‘ for 
us to learn teamwork, by which its 
meant correlation of the efforts of man- 
ufacturer, merchant, banker, and inves- 
tor.

GUILTY OF ‘TIPPING’ A BUYER 


Sponge Man Convicted of Trying to 
Bribe a Macy Employe. 


The ‘‘anti-tipping’ law, meant. to 
pretect employers by making it a mis- 
demeanor for an employe to accept a 
bribe, was applieé An. Special Sessions 
yesterday in the case of Albert Davis of 
D. Davis & Sons, dealers in sponges, ar- 
rested on complaint of R. H. Macy & 
Co. on a charge of giving money to one 
of Macy’s buyers. Davis, who had filed 
a demurrer, attacking the law as uncon- 
stitutional, pleaded guilty yesterday, and 
was released under a suspended sentence 
by Justices Russell, McInerney, and 
Freschi. 

R. H. Macy & Co. alléged that Sheri- 
éan Gorton, Jr., a buyer in its employ, 
received in April, 1914, a package of 
spenges through the mail with a $20 
gold piece. He told his employers, and 
rade an appointment with Davis, and a 
hidden stenographer took down the con- 
versation. According to the stenogra- 
pler’s record, Davis promised to give 
the buyer $80 for each bale of sponges 
which R. H. Macy & Co. ordered from 
him, and gave Gorton $10 at the time. 

According to R. H. Macy & Co., their 
buyers contract for goods worth millions 
each year, and the practice of giving 
morey to their buyers to favor certain 
concerns would result in large financial 
loss to them, if the buyers yielded to 
the temptation to take money. 


INQUEST ON E-2 VICTIMS. 


Coroner’s Jury Blames Authorities 
for Civilians’ Deaths. 


An inquest was held in Brooklyn last 
night by Coroner Ernest C. Wagner on 
the bodies of the three civilian victims.

NEW CENTRAL TRACK 


Trunk Lines with Terminals in 
‘Jersey Fear Interference 
with Their Plans. 


ACTION WOULD PLEASE CITY 


Officials Assert an Elevated Struot- 
ure In’ 12th Avenue Would Be 


Wide Enough for Other Roads. - 


The railroads with terminals on the 
New ‘Jersey side of the North River, 
which. at-present have to lighter all their 
freight to and from Manhattan, it was 
learned yesterday, are watching with a 
good deal of care the proposed settle- 
ment between the New York Central and 
the city for the west side tracks of the 
former. Applications have been made 
by several of them to the New York 
Central for exact information, but they | 7. 
havé beén told that until the railroad 
and the city engineers have worked out 
the plans it is impossible to give it to 
them... These plans aré likely to be com- 
pleted next week. 

P, J. Flynn, Vice President in charge 
of traffic of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad Company, in dis- 
cussing the matter yesterday, said that 


\|it was {mpossible to tell as yet how his 


line would be affected by the Central's 
improvement, but that his company 
would’ consider it very closely, especially 
the grant to the New York Central of a 
four-track elevated line down Twelfth 
Avenue close to the new long docks, 
and, if necessary, it would take action 
to protect its interests. 

The New Jersey lines have been for a 
long time considering how they cotild 
develop a plan which would weave into 
ohne Whole ali the terminal facilities of 
the Port of New York. One railroad 
man pointed out yesterday that every 
other large industrial centte in the coun- 
try had some kind of belt liné which 
united the local terminals and enabled 
freight to be transferred quickly and 
cheaply between them. Yet in New 
York, which had not only a dozen rail- 
road terminals but all the great steam- 
ship piéfs as well, the facilities in Man- 
hattan were of the most primitive order, 
and there had not been any successful 
attempt to produce order out of the 
thaos. 

The Merchants Agsociation took this 
problem up iast Summer, and, with the 
endorsement of the Chamber of Com- 
mérce, urged on the Board of Esti- 
mate the appointment of a committee 
of experts to work out a comprehen- 
sive plan. It was suggested that this 
should consist of John F. Stevens, who 
was chief engineer of the Panama 
Canal, and afterward Chairman of the 
Isthmian Cana: Commission; George 
Filmore Swain of Boston, and William 
C. .Leree,. who has had much expefi- 
ence of terminal problems from the rail- 
road man’s point of view. It was reck- 
oned that this committee would take 
two years to evolve a complete plan, 
and would need $125,000 a year for éx- 
penses. 

The Board of Estimate has never 
formally secapied this fusgested co 
mittee, but the New Jersey railroads 
have been aa ae | that it might be 
embodied have been waiting for 
it to study the port and railroad queés- 
tion as a whole. Consequently they are 
anxious that nothing should be dofie 
at the present time which would give 
the New York Central such a preferred 
position in the neighborhood of the new 
long docks as would interfere with a 
comprehensive treatment of the port 
so as to place aly the trunk lines upon 
an equal footing. 

From the city’ s point of view some 
action on the part of the New Jersey 
lines would be welcomed. In any plan 
for the readjustment of traffic con- 
ditions along the water-front an under- 
standing between the railroad cort- 
—* is essential. When Calvin Tom- 

ins Was Dock Commissioner under the 
late Mayor Gaynor, he worked out a 
plan for an elevated marginal railroad 
Which should be used by all the lines 
in common, and in the freight subway 
plan developed by Theodore P. Shonts, 
President of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, the same idea of cofn- 
mon use of the same stretch of track 
was employed. But it has so far been 
found impossible to get the railroads 
to assent to joint operation of a com- 
mon line. 

It may be now, ay officials said 
yesterday, that the railroad companies 
will realize that it is time to bestir 
themselves and to decide on a joint 
policy. They do not believe that the 
elevated track to be given the New 
York Central in Twelfth Avenue from 
Sixtieth to Thirtieth Street will inter« 
fere with whatever the Jersey lines de- 
cide to do. For it is proposed to de- 
eae the preseft Marginal Way from 
Sixtieth to about Thirtleth Street until 
it i@ 150 feet wide. and of this the New 
York Central's four tracks will occupy 
only fifty feet to the east. 

Consequently it is argued by the gup- 
porters of the proposed settlement with 
the New York Central that there will 
be room to erect another elevated track 
for the New Jersey lines, if they should 
wish it, or to follow the Shonts plan 
and gonstriict a freight subway along 
Twelfth Avenue by the side of the new 
tracks of the New York Cen@al. So 
they consider that the New Jersey lines 
can obtain, if they set about it, quite 
as good facilities at the long docks as 
the New York Central.

Street.” said the Chief Magistrate, 
* which . still retains. the flavor and 


charm of early residential days. Above 
Fourteenth Street comes the bad link, 
the buildings filled -with garment- 
makers and the blocks congested by 
thousands of employes. Then from 
Thirty-fourth Street to Fifty-seventh 
Street is the rich link representing -the 
greatest retail business section in the 
world, followed by a lomg link of mag- 
nificent dwellings. and finishirig with 
different characteristics in the Harlem 
region.”’ 

Chief Magistrate McAdoo condemned 
the crowding of the avenue below 
Thirty-third Street by garment workers 
during the noon hour, so as to make 
ordinary pedestrian traffic difficult. 

“The attitude of many of these people 
who crowd the walk is one of, de- 
fiance,’’ said Mr. McAdoo, ‘ The side- 
walks are not meant for placés - for 
arguments or business meetings. They 
are provided to enable people to get 
somewhere conveniently, and it is per- 
fectly lawful to push an obstructionist 
aside who bloks. the way. I am glad 
io say that there is today a better 
spirit of co-operation between the poiice 
and the Magistrates in the enforcement 
of mecessary ordinances, and I am 
ready at all times to ao my part in 
keeping Fifth Avenue respectable.” 

R. Ross Appleton, Chairman of one 


of the.special membership committees, 
in reiating his expenences in the area 
below Thirty—fourtn Street, said: 

‘Several of the merchants there told 
me they would join the association it 
tney were permitted to carry pistols. 
I am not surprised at the sentiment 
when I view the-coudition of the avenue 
beiow Thirty-second Street during the 
midate of the day. It is a very arid 
region in which to find members. 

Argyll R. Karsons gave a sharp illus- 
trauun of the danger which already 
threatens the retail -section north of 

uirty-.ourth Street by telling of a con- 
versation he had wita a large builder 
who owns a piot in shirty-sixth Street, 
just west of the avenue. The builder 
is unxious to turn it into a good invest- 
tneni, and said: he felt he must erect a 
loft and aceept any tenants he might 
yeti. 4¢ Was a-Matter of vusiness with 
him, and for the present he did not reel 
like joining the association and subscrib- 
ing to the plan to restrict garment’ sweat 
siops from entering the area above Thir- 
ty-fourth Street. 

In discussing the necessity of gg 
action, Michael Friedsam, President o 
Bb, Altroan & Co,, said after the lunch- 
ecn 

“The Fifth Avenue ~retail merchants 
represent the greatest retail district in 
the world. lt is full of hope and promise 
for the future, and the safeguarding of 
the district is of- vital consequence to 
all, whether bankers, merchants, manu- 
facturers, or merely poor property own- 
ers. The ‘nflux of high-class mercan- 
ule nouses, which have come to regard 
this area aS a commercial Mecca, has 
brought increased deposits to bankers, 
has materially enhanced realty values, 
and increased the output of the manu- 
facturers. AJ] have shared in the gen- 
eral prosperity, and to insure its con- 
tinuance all ought to be willing to share 
in what must. constitute a mutual re- 
sponsibility. 

‘Important questions to engage our 
attention are the Re pat of vehicular 
and pedestrian traffi the display of 
projecting advertising signs—which, by 
the way, have just begun to make their. 
ugly presence felt—and subjects relating 
to building construction and street pav- 
in 

nt old New Yorkers we have wit- 
nessed the coming and going of cherished 
business and residential sections. Where 
home sites have given place to business 
edifices the transition has ususally. been; 
beneficial, but where a business com- 
1 umity nas veen neglected the deprecia- 
tion of land values, due to the exodus 
of old business landmarks, has been 
stupendous. We need only point to the 
old wholesale dry goods district below 
Franklin Street, famous Sixth Avenue, 
and also Union Square, whose deserted 
buildings and streets betoken indiffer- 
ence and neglect, and whose erstwhile 
‘occupants have sought other and better 
eared for- districts, to learn our lesson 
of warning.’’ 

Arthur Williams, General Inspector of 
the New York Edison Company, presided 
at. the luncheon. *.

y General Wood expressed the belief 
that any future attack would be direct- 
ed against the coastline between Boston 
and Washington, An army of 1,500,000 
men. he said, would be necessary to 
repel such an attack: General Wood 
described as fallacious the popular be- 
lief that it was difficult to transport | 
trops across the ocean.

Attack from the Pacific, General Wood 
said, would be less easy than.from the 
Atlantic, because there were not 80 
many good harbors on the Pacific. 

General Wood told the committee that 
in his opinion the American Navy stood 
fourth. He said further that if at- 
tacked under present conditions the navy 
likely would be at the bottom of the 
gea within sixty days after attack by a 
first-class power. With sea control lost, 
he argued, the present mobile army 
would be unable to stop an invading 
force, and the capture of New York and 
other seaboard cities would come. 

‘If other Governments know you are 
prepared, the chance of attack is less- 
ened,” he said. ‘In framing a defense 
policy,» what is needed is a little pa- 
triotism and a little less thought of 
dollars.”’ 


Wants 2,000,000 Reserves. 


A regular army of 220,000, fully trained 
and always under arms, with at least 
2,000,000 reserves behind them, should be 
provided, General Wood said. 

While General Wood and Colonel Ed- 
win F. Glenn, Chief of Staff of the De- 
partment ot the East, were testifying be- 
fore the House and Senate Military Com- 
Thittees, respectively, Rear Admiral R. S. 
Griffin, Chief Engineer of the navy, told 

House Naval Committee of the me- 
chanical ills to whica submarines are 
heir, and of the problem of finding suit- 
able engines for battleships and destroy- 


ers. 

Admiral Griffin said he believed no 
foreign power was outstripping the Uni- 
ted States in naval design, and that, type 
for type, American craft were as effi- 
cient as any afloat. To show the condi- 
tion of American submarines, he read 3. 
report stating that they each had doné:! 
from 1,600 to 7,000 miles of surface cruis- 
ing, and several hundred. miles sub- 
merged, last year. Their engines were 
available for duty approximately 300 
days out of the vear, he added. 

Members of the committee asked for 
detailed information about the Neff sys- 
tem of gubmarine propulsion, which does 
away with electric storage batteries and 
their danger by use of oil engines, both 
on the surface and submerged. The de- 
partment has asked for $309,000 to test 
the system. Admiral Griffin said two 
objections urged aga‘nst it were that 
the noise of the motor might reveal «a 
submersible to enemy ships equipped for 
underwater signaling, and that the en- 

ne exhaust might create a wake of 
ubbles, making discovery easy. The 
inventor, however, claims to have over- 
Gome these difficulties, and Admiral 
Griffin thought it. would be wise to try 
the system out. 

Colonel Gienn told the Senate Com- 
mittee that the United States would be 
practically powerless to resist an in- 
vasion of any first-class enemy. The 
wealth of the nation, he said, had be- 
come its chief menace, and would be- 
come a greater menace as the needs of 
potentia] enemies became greater. He 
pictured an enemy landing anywhere 
on the east coast north of Chesapeake 
Bay, establishing a line to Erie, Penn., 
through Washington and Pitisburgh, 
and securing the north section: of the 
United States containing all of the more 
important ammunition factories of the 
country. Such an invasion, he- said, 
had been outlined in detail by German 
war experts.

URGE NATION TO TRAIN. 


Swiss System’s Advantages Ex- 
plained to Senate Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Swiss 
system of military training was ex- 
plained in detail to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs today by Dr. 
Theodore Christen of Cincinnati. Mr. 
Christen was followed by Henry T. 


Hunt, former Mayor of Cincinnati, who 
spoke of the advantages of. universal 
Military training as an education for 
industrial efficiency. 

“Preparedness for peace’’ was the way 
Mr, Hunt described his policy, although 
it involves military training for the 
whole male population. 

Mr. Hunt told the committee that Ger- 
man military traming ‘had taught the 
German nation the value of masses in 
any work, in other words, the value of 
working together. When the German 
Government through its bureaus decided 
that a particular foreign fjeld offered 
opportunities for German trade, the 
whole commercial power of the country 
wus turned in the desired direction, 





“This is little understood in the 
United States,’’ Mr. Hunt said. ‘‘ Our 
people need to be trained to work to- 


gether, and nothing gives this training 
so well as moderate military instruc- 
tion. That gives the sense of re- 
sponsibility and discipline, and both 
bog things’ are of great value in civil 

e.”” 

The committee listened with marked 
attention to Dr. Christen’s exposition 
of the Swiss military system, by which 
every fit man is required to go to the 
cotors for one year, followed by several 
years of training for short periods. 

Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, Chair- 
man of the committee, has introduced a 
bill modeled after the Swiss and Aus- 
tralian systems, which has received the 
substantial approval of Major Gen.

MEXICANS RELEASE 
AMERICAN SOLDIERS 


Two Men Captured After Swim- 
ming Across River Sent Back 
by Colonel Quintanilla. 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Jan. 27.— 
Privates. William C. Wheeler and Viggo 
Pedersen of Battery D, Fourth Field 
Artillery, who were captured by Mex- 
icans late yesterday, after swimming 
across the river, were brought back to- 
day; having been released by Colonel J. 
R. Quintanilla, commander of the bor- 
der in the absence of General Alfredo 
Ricaut. They were dressed in Mexican 
clothes. 

Lieutenants Mort,’ Payton, and Wal- 
dron late iast night were ordered ar- 
rested by Major Gen. Funston, for lead- 
ing a party of fifteen American troop- 
ers into Mexico in an attempt to rescue 
the two troopers. 

In this expedition four American 
troopers were drowned attempting to 
swim across the Rio Grande. Others 
penetrated Mexico, but returned with- 
out having accomplished the object of 
their mission. A _ prolonged crossfire 
took place during these operations, but 
no on was wounded. It is said that the 
Mexicans engaged were not soldiers. 

Wheeler and Pedersen said they were 
decoyed to the Mexican side of the river 
by the promise of a drink of mescal by 
a Mexican who appeared on the bank 
while they were swiniming. Wheeler 
said the Mexican did not-appear to be a 
soldier,. but when surrounded by eight 
Mexicans later, some distance’ from the 
bank, they found their captors: were all 
soldiers. 

The men were taken to Rio Bravo by 
their captors and held in jail until after 
midnight, when they were put on a 
train for Matamoros. There they were 
taken before Colonel Quantanilla, where 
they: were told that Mexican civilians 
were not authorized to arrest them, 
and that the Mexican soldiers were also 
at fault. Both men were turned over 
to’ United States Consul Johnson_ of 
Matamoros, who delivered them to Fort 
Brown, where they are held in the 
guard house. : : 

The bodies of the four soldiers who 
were drowned have not been recovered,

Take Middle Course in National De- 
fense Controversy. 


One person can consistently be both a 
pacifist and an advocate of prepared- 
ness, according to the Directors of the 
New York Peace Society, which held its 
annual meeting yesterday at 70 Fifth 
Avenue. The decision of the Directors 
of the society, which was founded by 
Andrew Carnegie and recently united 


with the League to Enforce Peace, is 
thus expressed in‘the annual report of 
the Directors: By 

‘The Directors of the New York 
Peace Soctety are sure that they are not 
mistaken in holding that a very large 
proportion of the people of the United 
States are sincere friends of interna- 
tional peace. They are not willing to 
lose from the organized peace forces 
either those who are opposed to all prep- 
arations for war or those who believe in 
the necessity for increased prepared- 


ness. 

‘<Not believing the question . about 
which this discussion is raging to be 
the assence of the peace movement, they 
have not been willing to lead the society 
into this controversy. They have thought 
it better on the one hand to accord to 
each officer.and member entire freedom 
to express their views on the subject of 
national defense, while focusing their 
activities on the effort to provide an in- 
ternational preparedness to keep the 
peace along the lines of the proposals of 
the League to Enforce Peace."’

erate, possibly a drug fiend. 

Little Julius was attacked im Southern 
Boulevard, between 175th and 176th 
Street, yesterday. morning at a time 
when the thoroughfare, because of the 
mild weather, was crowded with mothers 
and their children, and thronged, be- 
sides, with men employed on several 
new buildings under’ construction close 
by. Yet no one saw the acid poured 
into the chiid‘s mouth, and the only clue 
the police obtained was the description, 
given by Mrs. Clemens, of a man she 
had seen near the baby carriage in 
which Julius was riding a few moments 
before she discovered that her child had 
been burned and poisoned. 

Ths mother had taken her two chil- 
dren, Julius and 4-year-old Leonia, out 
for the air, and she was pushing Julius 

n his carriage when Leonia pressed 
her face to, the window of Anthony 
Disalvo’s — store at 1,880 Southern 
Boulevard end peremptorily demanded 
eandy.. The stoop of the building is 
beside Disalvo’s entrance, and Ts. 
Clemens told the police she’ pulled the 
baby carriage within the shelter of this 
and then entered with Leonia. 

It was while she was busy helping 
her small daughter make purchases 
that Mrs. Clemens chanced to look up 
and saw @ man stepping away from the 
baby’s carriage. She told the ‘police 
he was of middie height and wore a 
dark brown suit and slouch hat. She 
had not regarded him closely because 
she had thought nothing of the incident, 
supposing he had been attracted by the 
baby’s looks and had stopped a moment 
to gaze at the boy. 

But after she had left the store and 
ushed the car elcong for several 
locks the mother’s attention was at- 
tracted by her daughter, who, running 
ahead of the carriage, had turned and 
faced the infant. 

‘“*Mamma, mamma,” she called, ‘* look 
at Julius’s face. Something is the mat- 
ter with him.” . 

Mrs. Clemens hurried around to the 
side of the carriage and peered into her 
son's face. There was foam coming 
from the youngster’s lips and they were 
badly burned by the acid. Mrs, Clem- 
ens screamed in horror and fright, and 
her cry brought Mrs. Julius Grobe of 
1,560 Southern Boulevard runnin to 
her. The women were friends, and Mrs. 
Grobe helped Mrs. Clemens carry the 
baby into the Grobe home nearby, where 
the women telephoned for an ambulance. 
Dr. Conboy came from Fordham Hospi- 
tal and thought at first the small boy 
had been burned with lysol. Examining 
the infant’s dress, however, the doctor 
found ‘spots where the acid had burned 
it and decided it was carbolic acid that 
had been poured into the baby’s mouth. 
He hurried the infant to the hospital 
and returned to attend Mrs. Clemens 
and help her to her home. Then he no- 
tified the police. 

Acting-Capt. Wines and his men ques- 
tioned every one in the neighborhood 
but. apparently none but Mrs. Clemens 
had seen the man who bent over her
